on Monday authorizing a survey of 
the route for the proposed extension 
of this state's "Dream Road" from 
its eastern terminus near Carlisle to 
Philadelphia, Gettysburgians recall- 
ed Governor James H. Duff's public 
declaration that he favored modern- 
ization of the Lincoln Highway made- 
in Gettysburg on Tuesday afternoon 
October 1, 1946, a few weeks before 
he was elected Governor. 


At that time Mr. Duff was inter- 


viewed by a reporter for The Get- 
tysburg Times on his position with 
reference to highway construction 
in Pennsylvania.

Meeting in a century and a hajf 


old log house and surrounded -with 
furnishings, "books and papers that 
have been in the Albert family for 
five generations, about 30 members 
of the Adams County Historical so- 
ciety held their May meeting Tues- 
day evening in the lore-laden home 
of Miss Edna Albert, three miles 
from York Springs on the Mt. Holly 
Springs highway. 


Miss Albert showed the historians 


through her home tha.t once in its 
long period of occupancy served as 
a tavern and now combines comfort- 
ably the antiques of two centuries 
with the most up to date conveni- 
ences.

its attic that.houses flax and spin- 
ning devices of a century ago. In 
the living room old earthenware 
va.ses have been equipped with elec- 
tric lamp fixtures and rest on an- 
tique tables near a tall grandfather's 
clock built before 1803 by John Al- 
bert, the clockmaker. The clock 
shows the moon's phases—and keeps 
standard time.

is Is Condemned To 


In The Electric Choir 


For Killing Of H. 1. Humpert 


Death in the electric chair today faced Ray Herman Sim- 


mons- 23, of Mechanicsburg, R. 1, convicted Tuesday night by 
a jury of ten men and two women of killing Herbert L. Hump- 
ert. 70-year-old Tyrone township farmer, during the com- 
mission of a robbery at the Humpert farm the night of 
March 21. 
"We find the defendant, Ray H. Simmons, guilty of mur- 


der in the first degree, with the death penalty," intoned Pro- 
thonohiry Arthur H. Shields, as he read from the verdict 
handed to him by the foreman of the jury, John E. C. Miller, 
New Oxford merchant, after the verdict had first been in- 
spected by Judge W. C. Sheely. 


Attorney Richard A. Brown, one of the two defense law- 


yers, asked for a poll of the jury, and Judge Sheely called 
on each one individually, by number. 


"Guilty of murder in the lirst degree, with the death 


penalty," each declared. 


Simmons Shows Little Emotion 


The jury was ready to report at 10 o'clock, but was delayed 


ten minutes while Sheriff John E. Millhimes, Deputy B. E. 
Bixler. and State Troopers George Ackerson and David Eh 
James brought Simmons to the court room. The case reached 
the jury at 3:50 o'clock Tuesday afternoon. It was moved for 
trial a week ago today. 


Simmons accepted the verdict with little sliQw of emotion. 


His divorced wife, Mrs. Beverly Simmons, Marysville, and his 
parents. Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Simmons, Mechanicsburg R. 1, 
and a brother, who had been present throughout most of the 
trial, were not in the court room when the verdict was read.

More About Relays 


I've been looking into the sub- 


ject of headlight" relays and can re- 
port some facts that should be help- 
ful. First of all, bear in mind that a 
relay doesn't actually boost current. 
It merely serves to effect a more di- 
rect circuit between the battery and 
the lights. Second, bear in mind 
that the relay must be a good one to 
do a real job. Third, it must be 
properly 
grounded, 
but 
never 


grounded to the engine or mounted 
where the hood, when closed, could 
touch it. 


Because it isn't a booster the relay 


won't provide candlepower beyond 
that of the lamps. Either use an in- 
dividual relay of each headlight or

So I think you'll 
be interested to know how one of 
these annoying coils can be kept 
quiet. 
"Just cut a piece of old garden 


hose a little shorter than the coil 
when it is compressed. Slit the 
hosing and then slip it over the 
spring. Your rattle and vibration 
will be gone." 


Sympathy For Synthetics 


When you equip the car with a new 


set of synthetic tires be sure to fol- 
low the dealer's instructions care- 
fully. He will doubtless advise keep- 
ing road speeds down for the first 
two thousand miles until the side- 
walls have had a chance to limber 
up. Synthetic rubber isn't a& elastic 
as natural which is why tire com- 


panies hope to make sidewalls ex- 
clusively of natural rubber soon. 
Care should be exercised in install; 
ing the tubes, ^for a wrinkle won't 
do. Use tire powder freely. If the 
tube is punctured don't try to use 
a cold patch. Only a hot patch will 
do the job.

CULTURE CUT 


BRINGS FIGHT 


IN CONGRESS 


(Editor's note: This is the first 


of two stories on the fight over 
the state department's information 
and cultural program."* 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, May 9 (IP)—A struggle 


is going on here now over the state 
department's information and cul- 
tural program. 


This struggle, between the depart- 


ment and Congress, may seem pretty 
remote from your daily life. 


Bnt the program tries to make 


friends and influence people abroad 
by telling them what we're like 
and what we want in the world. 


It does this m several ways: By 


radio broadcasts, 
by movies, by 


books, by pictures, by news, by gen- 
eral Information. 


This is being done at a time when 


Comnrunism abroad is strong and 
may STOW 
stronger among 
war- 


wrecked countries. 


The problem comes down to this: 
1. Is sending food and other re- 


leif abroad enough to win friends 
for us? Some congressmen think 
this is plenty. 


2. Or, should we also keep other 


peoples informed about us and our 
intentions? The state department 
thinks this is needed, too. 


Asks For More Money 


In the current fiscal year which 


ends June 30, the state department 
will have spent about $19,000,000 
on this program. 


To carry on the program for the 


fiscal year begining July 1, the de- 
partment has asked for $31,000,000. 


This request was turned over to a 


subcommittee of the House Appro- 
priations committee. 


This subcommittee, since Republi- 


cans control Congress, was domin- 
ated by Republicans. And they have 
promised to cut government ex- 
penses. 


State department officials were 


called in by the subcommittee to 
explain why they thought the pro- 
gram should be continued at all. 


Williain_ Benton, assistant secre- 


tary of state in charge of the pro- 
gram, argued: 


"If we are to send food, or if we 


are going to send military men. 
we must explain to the peoples that 
receive them and to other peoples 
throughout the world, what our mo- 
tives are and what we are after." 


But Rep. Karl Stefan, Nebraska 


Republican and chairman, of the 
sub-committee, gave this view: 


"I want to stop the growth of 


Communism every bit as much as 
the state department wants to do it. 
My choice of weapon in this war of 
ideology is food, not fanfare." 


Stefan's subcommittee decided the 


whole program should be wiped out. 
It recommended this to the full 
house which must vote on it. 


But George C. Marshall, secretary 


of state, wants the program con- 
tinued. 


Marshall was so disturbed by the 


action of the Stefan group that 
yesterday lie called a special con- 
ference with top congressmen. 


It was reported later they may 


let the program have $10,000,000, 
winch would mean cutting it to the 
bone. Wait for the answer. 


The department has a special pro- 


gram for Latin America. It wants 
about $5,000,000 lor that, may get 
half of it.

in ability to withstand frost. The 
Hale, he said looks better than the 
Elberta at the present time.

The largest peach crop in Amer- 


ica's history was forecast for this 
year by Frederic E. Griest, Flora 
Dale, president of the state Horti- 
cultural society. A check ma.de over 
the nation this week disclosed the 
possibility of a 92,000,000 bushel 
crop, or better, Griest said. That fig- 
ure he compared to the pre-war nor- 
mal production of 55 to 60,000,000 
bushels annually and to the high 
of 85,000,000 bushels last year.

west, heavy crops, Griest said the 
reports disclose. -The Georgia and 
Carolinas peach crop is several 
weeks late this year which will,bring 
them on the market just about time 
to compete with Adams county 
peaches, he said. 


Promotion Campaign 


Griest also reported on the activi- 


ties of the National Peach council 
which, he said, spends most of its 
income on collecting information 
on when each section of the peach 
producing areas is ready to move 
the larger percentage of its crop. 
That information is sent immedi- 
atily to managers of chain a'nd in- 
dependent grocery stores which co- 
operate by advertising peaches for 
several weeks before the main crop 
arrives, Griest said. Through such 
advertising land through the coop- 
eration of manufacturers of such 
things as breakfast foods who ad- 
vertise peaches in connection with 
their own products the 85,000,000 
aushel crop wa.s moved fairly well 
last year, he added. 


The big problem .facing peach 


growers, Griest said, is getting 
peaches to the consumer in better 
eating condition. "People are going 
to be more strict in .their require- 
ments for peaches and green peaches 
will not sell in the future," he pre- 
dicted. Improved ways of packing 
are being sought so that peaches 
can be picked when riper on the 
tree and still arrive at the stores in 
good condition, he said.

Things Of The Soil 


Bacterial Wilt of Sweet Corn 
Bacterial wilt, often called Stew- 
art's Disease, attacks sweet corn 
rom New England southward to the 
Carolina.s and westward throughout 
the Corn Belt. It affects field and 
jop corn, in varying degrees but 
akes its heaviest toll from the early 
arieties of sweet corn. There are 
no known means of controlling the 
rouble except to grow one or more 
jf the resistant varieties now avail- 
able. 


Sweet corn wilt has given rise to 


many theories as to how it lives over 
Vom-year to year. Formerly it was 
hought that the organisms survived 
mainly in the soil and entered the 


oung corn plants through the roots. 


But this was proved almost entirely 
alse by intro'ducing" wilf bacteria in 
soils and testing otherwise protected 
but susceptible varieties of corn, in 
such soils. Too, grains of sweet corn 
seed known to contain the bacteria 
produce wilt-free stalks when pro- 
moted from other sources of infec- 
;ion, or at lea;st to an extent that 
indicates the disease normally sur- 
vives over from-year to year by some 
other manner. 
1 


Finally it was discovered that the 
! 


corn flea beetle is the major guilty 
:ulprit. This tiny pest feeds on in- 
fected corn foliage and then not only 
carries the infection to neighboring 
stalks, but actually provides an over- 
wintering home for the bacteria. 
Thus, as the hungry beetles emerge 
in late April and early May, they in- 
troduce the disease into the first 
blades of sweet corn they encounter.

Plans have been announced by 


Glenn C. Bream, who has been in 
the automobile business in Gettys- 
burg since 1935, for a new garage on 
York and Sixth streets, and for the 
development of a new real estate 
sub-division which he said will be 
named "Glen Bury."

Judge Sheely indicated the Adams 


county court -would approve the 
transfer. However, the judge said, he 
felt there should be a place of de- 
tention for prisoners in Adams coun- 
ty immediately upon their arrest. He- 
pointed out it would be a tremendous 
saving for the county to have such 
a place of detention. Otherwise it 
would be necessary TO take the pris- 
oners upon their arrest to Harris- 
burg and then return them here for 
hearings. He described the situation 
that would prevail if there was no 
detention room here as a "parade of 
prisoners back and forth.*1 


He also held that taking prisoners 


immediately to Harrisburg •would 
work a hardship on the prisoners. 
They have the right to consult a lo- 
cal attorney and removing them im- 
mediately to Harrisburg would pre- 
vent this and would make" it more 
.difficult for them to obtain bail. In 
addition it'woulii'greatty'iiicreas^'th.e"" 
costs placed upon the defendants, 
he 'said. 


The judge said that if Harrisburg 


is the designated place 'for detention, 
constables would have to take pris- 
oners to Harrisburg thus greatly in- 
creasing costs. If a place of detention 
is designated in Adams county con- 
stables would bring prisoners to that 
place and there they would be turned 
over to the custody of the sheriff, 
who, in turn, could take several pris- 
oners at one time, thus effecting 
a saving. 


George P. Taylor, president of the 


Adams county commissioners, said 
that the commissioners had been 
assured by the warden of the Dau- 
phin county prison that there was 
sufficient room at Harrisburg to take 
care of all Adams county prisoners. 
The warden, Taylor said, showed 
the commissioners a block of cells 
which" he said could be used" for" 
the local inmates. In that way there 
would be no contact between Adams 
and Dauphin county prisoners. 


In answer to a question from the 


judge, Clarence C. Smith, commis- 
sioners' clerk, said he had been in- 
formed that Franklin and Cumber- 
land county prisons could not, due 
to their own crowded conditions.

college, and now in effect, provide 
the latest step taken for guarding 
breed punty. 
Strict rules, providing also for

records, are necessary for proper 
identity of calves produced through 
artificial breeding., especially be- 
cause df the rapid growth in the 
state of this work for dairy herd 
improvement, according to Rcbt. H. 
Olmstead. extension dair> specialist 
of the college. 
Breed associations,, interested in 


accurate records for registry pur- 
poses, agree that the new regulations 
will go a long way toward guarding 
he breed purity of the calves from 
all the dairy cows s!gned up for 
artificial breeding. Cows signed up 
now exceed 130,000, for a gain of 
nearly 50 per cent in the last 12

TONING DOWN

Oklahoma City, 
(fi>)—Oklahomans 


love to recall the exploits of the 
oil-rich Indian. 


"He used to buy a bright yellow 


high-powered motor car," they say. 
"On Saturday nights he would get 
drunk and crash into a bridge abut- 
ment. Monday morning he would 
buy another brand new car, explain- 
ing to the salesman: 'Bridge no get 
out of my way.' 


"He used to wreck three or four 


cars a month." 


Just who this Indian was no- 


body seems to remember, but he is 
a symbol of the fabulous spending 
of an era that is dead, the early 
days of the oil industry when the 
parched acres on which a patched- 
pants farmer had scratched out a 
miserable living suddenly made him 
wealthy overnight. 


Oil Wells Run. Out 


Men who had to wear borrowed 


cardboard to cover the holes in their 
shoes found themselye.§_in_ a po- 
sition to buy $100,000 homes. And 
they did. 


The oil strike in Osage county in 


the 1920's made the Osage Indian 
tribe there the richest people on 
earth on a per capita basis—until 
the gadget salesmen moved in to 
part the unwary from their money. 


"This country used to be a gold 


mine for broken down painters from 
the east and antique dealers," said 
one old resident. 


Newly rich farmers hitherto in- 


sensible to the joys of indoor plumb- 
ing spent vast amounts on Persian 
rugs and foreign tapestries to deco- 
rate their lavish homes. 


The only trouble is tha,t oil -wells 


eventually have a habit of playing 
out. That shut off the source of 
income. Many a spmrger had to 


SAYS RUSSIANS 
WILL NOT SIGN 
WITH AUSTRIA 


Vienna, June 7 W)—A high per- 


sonality in the Austrian administra- 
tion said today that a leading, Aus- 
trian Communist, Ernst Fischer, has 
advised members of the government 
that Moscow will never sign a treaty 
with Austria as long as the present 
government is in power. 


The report came in the midst of 


swift developments in eastern Eu- 
rope, where Russian-backed regimes 
have seized control of Hungary's 
government and brought about the 
arrest of the chief political opponent 
to the Communists in Bulgaria. 


Trouble-Over Definition 


Deputies of the four-power For- 


eign Ministers Council now are 
meeting here in efforts to pave the 
•way for an Austrian treaty, after 
failure of the Council to reach 
agreement at Moscow. Chief stumbl- 
ing block was the definition of what 
constituted German assets in Aus- 
tria. 


The present Austrian government 


under Socialist President Dr. Karl 
Renner took office—December 20, 
1945. 
Under his conservative chan- 


cellor, Leopold Figl of the People's 
party, Austria steadfastly opposed 
Yugoslav demands, backed by the 
Soviet Union, for a part of Carin- 
thia and Styria as payment of a 
huge Yugoslav demand for $11,000,- 
000 reparations from Germany anc 
Austria. 


The present Austrian governmen 


has been recognized by Russia, as 
well as by the United States, France 
and Britain. The recognition, ten- 
dered a year agp, did not affect the 
authority of the
